school building problem was given 
l_" H. H. Helble, principal of the 
high school, at the first meeting of 
the board of education and the re- 
ently selected advisory committee at 
the high school Friday evening.

sophmores, 234 juniors, 203 seniors, 
and six special students. Last year 
the total enrollment of 1,007 includ- 
ed 394 sophomores, 348 juniors, 253 
semois, and 10 special students. 


The enrollment 
increases, after 


the three year course was institut- 
ed, were from 749 in 1925-26 to 829 
in 1926-27, to 853 in 1927-28, to 860 
in 1928-29, to 931 in 1929-30, to 1,007 
in 19SO 31.

THE "DONHAM" PLAN 


Much thought is being given to the 


threat of communism as exemplified 
.t>y the Russian Soviets. By many it is 
asserted to be one of the great issues 
confronting the world. 


By the average citizen the soviet 


program is considered as something 
entirely outside of and foreign to our 
daily life. It seems to him to be a 
crazy experiment which should have 
no justification for existence among in- 
telligent people, and that eventually 
the Russian communistic program, af- 
ter meeting with an apparent prelim- 
inary success, will, either by a violent 
or sudden upheaval or by a process of 
rapid evolution, .be toppled like a house 
of cards and transformed back into the 
old capitalistic or_survival-of-the-fittest 
system in which most of us now func- 
tion in our struggle for existence. 


But many men of intellect through- 


out the _ world are of the opinion that 
the Russian experiment will not prove 
a complete failure "and that the rea- 
son for possible success lies in the fact 
that it has a plan.

•Brett Donham, Harvard university. It

ness must have a plan. Capitalism can- 
not compete with communism without 
it.

capitalistic system, to devote himself 
personally to the development of an 
intelligent economic plan.

the acreage of his farm for the rais- 
ing of alfalfa and sweet clover. 


On April 7, after making a good 


seed bed, he sowed 6 acres of alfalfa 
without a nurse crop. All of the seed 
is sprouted and most of the plants 
reach above the surface in a very 
even stand. If the field gets an av- 
erage rainfall, he expects to cut two 
crops on the field this summer. Mr. 
Kaufman's plan is successfully In 
use on some of the largo farms of 
Waupaca-co. 


In another field, 
Mr. Kaufman 


seeded 10 acres of alfalfa with a 
nurse crop of Wisconsin barley. The 
alfalfa is above the surface and all 
the seed has sprouted. He sprinkled 
an old meadow this spring 
with

Farmer Sees Price of 


Rising as Result of 
Con- 


tinued Drouth 


BY W. F..WIXSEY 
"If it stays as dry through the 


month of June, hay will reach a high- 
er price than ever before," declared 
Henry Buchholtz, route 2, Thursday. 
Mr. Buchholtz has enough hay for 
his horses but not enough for his 
cows." This same* shortage of hay is 
apparent'throughout the country. 


The reason for the shortage of hay 


is the drouth last summer that dried 
up all pastures except sweet clover 
and compelled a large proportion of 
farmers to begin feeding hay in July 
and to continue the feeding through- 
out the fall. To tide them over thfe 
drouth, some farmers, however, pas- 
tured their rye, winter wheat and the 
second crops of clover and alfalfa. 
Others cut and fed green corn. The 
shortage of hay accounts for cattle, 
hogs and horses being out on the pas- 
tures too early this spring. 


Mr. Buchholtz favors a mixture of 


alsike, red clover and timothy for 
hay and the same feeds for pasture. 
This spring he planted mixed alsike, 
timothy and red clover "seed with 
mixed oats and barley as a nurse 
crop. 


His stands of hay arc thin this 


spring on spots where the nurse crop 
of barley and oats lodged last sum- 
mer. On these thin spots, he is ex- 
pecting to sow sweet clover ar>d to 
cover the seed with a drag. He is al- 
so expecting to plant ten acres of 


orn.

Two typical examples of the finan- 


cial straits that farmers are in on 
account of the low prices of farm'pro- 
ducts, the one of a Brown-co'farmer 
and the other of an Outagamie-co 
farmer, are-presented below. Both of 
the farmers, although they are thrif- 
ty, were compelled to borrow money 
to pay their taxes and interest and 
neither saved any wages for them- 
selves nor for other workers In their 
families. Both put their milk out on 
the road without weighing or testing 
it and also without having anything 
to say about the price they were to 
get.. Both farmers left large, crops of 
cabbage in the field last fall. 


The Brown-co farmer raised 13 
acres of potatoes last summer, 25 
acres of peas, 14 acres of cabbage, 
one-fourth of an acre of beans, 30 
acres of oats, 10 acres of barley, 40 
acres of mixed alfalfa and timothy, 
and a large acreage of corn. 


He received 5243 for the potatoes 


sold and still has 60 bushels on hand. 


He received an average of $33 per 


acre for 25 acres of peas or a total 
of $675. He said, however, that peas 
were'the only crop on which he made 
any money. 


His 13 acres of potatoes brought 


him a total of $400. For his 14 acres 
of cabbage, a very good crop brought 
him $56 for what he sold at $3.25 per 
ton. He paid $90 for the fertilizers 
used on his cabbage field. After his 
experience in marketing he turned 
his cattle into his cabbage field.- 


His one-fourth of an acre of beans 
brought him $40. 


The highest price that he received 


for butter fat during the past year 
was 30 cents per pound and the low- 
est the present month, S8J cents per 
pound. 


Sells 5 Bulls 


He sold five bulls ranging from 16 


months to one year old at an average 
price of 547 and had to wait from 2 
to 5 months for his money. 
These 


bulls under ordinary conditions would 
have brought him an average of $100. 
He said that notwithstanding the de- 
pression of prices registration 
fees 


and herd assessments are just as 
high as in the past. 


With respect to assessments of 


farm lands, he said that 40 acres for 
which he paid $1200 is assessed at 
$1400 although he is offering It at the 
original price of $1200. No member 
of his family nor hunself received 
wages. 


This farmer, on account of the low 


prices of farm products and the high 
prices of farm necessities, was com- 
pelled to borrow money to pay- his 
taxes and interest on a small debt. 


This spring as cash crops he ex- 


pects to plant 25 acres of peas, four 
acres of potatoes and four acres of 
cabbage in addition to his regular 
acreages of grain already planted. 


The case of. the Outagamie-co 


farmer is about the same as that of 
the Brown-co farmer. 
The Outa- 


gamie farmer works a large farm, 
well equipped with buildings and ma- 
chinery and cattle, with the help of 
his wife and two sons. 
The farm 


gives evidence on every hand of in- 
telligent management, thrift, econo- 
my and prosperity. The farmer re- 
plies to. a question that the lack of a 
market caused the loss of his large 
cabbage crop last fall, and that the 
price of milk is not paying the cost 
of dairy feed to say nothing of inter- 
est on investment and labor. All of 
the income of the farm is used in 
paying for necessities and neither of 
his two sons, one 18 years of age and 
the other 22, nor his wife nor himself 
received a cent for work the past 
year beyond a little pleasure'money.

WITH SOYBEAN CROP 


C. J. Loev Will Plant Field 


After Pea Crop Is Har- 
vested 


BY W. F. WINSEY 


C. J.'Loev expects to plant 10 acres 


of soybeans on his canning pea field, 
after he harvests his pea crop, the 
coming summer. In explanation ol 
the experiment, Mr. Loev said that 
soybeans grow very rapidly planted 
in rich soil, if the groxmd is warm 
when the seed is planted and will ma- 
ture sufficiently for hay if the seed 
is planted in a good bed after a pea 
crop is removed. 


Mr. Loev raised five acres of soy- 


bean hay last season and declared 
that the hay was a better milk pro- 
ducing feed than the best grade of al- 
falfa. He prefers soybeans for the 
other reason that the seed is planted 
in the spring after corn 
planting 


time and there is no winterkilling, 
so often the 
discouraging 
feature 
with a stand of alfalfa. 


Mr. Loev cured his soybeans hay 


very easily last summer. He left the 
hay in the swath until it was ready 
for the mow, and used a hay loader 
on the swaths, with no raking-, no 
windrows, no shaking up with forks 
and tedders, and no loss of the leaves 
that contain a large part of the feed 
His hay put up in this way save 
two-thirds of his usual expense fo 
protein dairy feeds.

Two years ago he 
dug the quack out of a five-acre fielc 
and later got nine large loads of al- 
falfa from the field. He has rid 18 
acres of the weed. 


In Outagamie-co. Mr. Kaufman is 


one of the pioneers in the raising 
of alfalfa without a nurse crop, and 
in the setting aside of one-half of 
the acreage of his farm for the rais- 
ing of alfalfa, and sweet clover. 


On April 7, after making a good 


seed bed, he sowed 6 acres of alfalfa 
without a nurse crop. All of the seed 
is sprouted and most of the plants 
reach above the surface in a very 
even stand. If the field gets an av- 
erage rainfall, he expects to cut two 
crops on the field this summer. Mr. 
Kaufman's plan is successfully; in 
use on some of the large farms of 
Waupaca-co. 


In another field, 
Mr. Kaufman 


seeded 10 acres of alfalfa with a 
nurse crop of Wisconsin barley. The 
alfalfa is above the surface and all 
the seed has sprouted. He sprinkled 
an old meadow this 
spring 
with 


sweet clover.

Feed 
Farmer Sees Price of 


Rising as Result of 
Con- 


tinued Drouth 


., 
- BY W. F. WINSEY 


Two typical examples of the finan- 


cial straits that farmers are in on 
account of the low prices of farm pro- 
ducts, the one of a Brown-co farmer 
and the other of an Outagamie-co 
farmer, are-presented below. Both of 
the farmers, although they are thrif- 
ty, were compelled to borrow money 
to pay their taxes and interest and 
neither saved any wages for them- 
selves nor for other workers in their 
families. Both put their milk out on 
the road without weighing or testing 
Jt and also without having anything 
to say about the price they were to 
get. Both farmers left large crops of 
cabbage in the field last fall." 


The Brown-co farmer raised 13 


acres of potatoes last summer, 25 
acres of peas, 14 acres of cabbage, 
one-fourth of an acre of beans, 30 
acres of oats, 10 acres of barley, 40 
acres of mixed alfalfa and timothy, 
and a large acreage of corn. 


He received $243 for the potatoes 


sold and still has 60 bushels on hand 


He received an average of $33 per 


acre for 25 acres of peas or a tota 
of $675. He said, however, that peas 
were'the only crop on which he made 
any money. 


His 13 acres of potatoes brought 


him a total of $400. For his 14 acres 
of cabbage, a very good crop brought 
him $56 for what he sold at $3.25 per 
ton. He paid $90 for the fertilizers 
used on his cabbage field. After his 
experience in marketing he turned 
his cattle into his cabbage field.- 


His one-fourth of an acre of beans 
brought him $40. 


The highest price that he received 


for butter fat during the past year 
was 50 cents per pound and the low- 
est the present month, 3SJ cents per 
pound.

"If it stays as- dry through the 


month of June, hay will reach a high- 
er price than ever hefore," declaied 
Henry Buchholtz, route 2, Thursday.

The reason for the shortage of hay 


is the drouth last summer that dried 
up all pastures except sweet clover 
and compelled a large proportion of 
farmers to begin feeding hay m July 
and to continue the feeding through- 
out the fall. To tide them over the 
drouth, some farmers, ho-never, pas- 
tured their rye, winter wheat and the 
second crops of clover and alfalfa. 
Others cut and fed green corn. The 
shortage of hay accounts for cattle, 
hogs and horses being out on the pas- 
tures too early this spring. 


Mr. Buchholtz favors a mixture of 


alsike, red clover and timothy for 
hay and the same feeds for pasture. 
This spring he planted mixed alsike, 
timothy and red clover "seed with 
mixed oats and barley as a. nurse 


stands of hay arc thin this 


crop. 


His 


spring on spots where the nurse crop 
of barley and oats lodged last sum- 
mer. On these thin spots, he is ex- 
pecting- to sow sweet clover and to 
cover the seed with a drag. He is al- 
so expecting to plant ten acres of 
:orn.

months to one year old at an average 
mice of .$47 and had to wait from 2 
to 5 months for his money. 
These 


bulls under ordinary conditions would 
have brought him an average of 
$100. 


He said that notwithstanding the de- 
pression of prices registration 
fees 


and herd assessments 
are just as 
high as in the past. 


With respect to assessments of 


farm lands, he said that 40 acres for 
which he paid $1200 is assessed at 
?1400 although he is offering it at the 
original price of ?1200. No member 
of his family nor himself received 
wages. 


This farmer, on account of the low 


prices of farm products and the high 
prices of farm necessities, was com- 
pelled to borrow money to pay- his 
taxes and interest on a small debt. 


This spring as cash crops he ex- 


pects to plant 25 acres of peas, four 
acres of potatoes and four acres of 
cabbage in addition to his regular 
acreages of grain already planted. 


The case of. the 
Outagamie-co 


farmer is about the same as that of 
the Brown-co farmer. 
The Outa- 


gamie farmer works a large farm, 
well eqtuipped with buildings and ma- 
chinery and cattle, with the help of 
his wife and two sons. 
The farm 


gives evidence on every hand of in- 
telligent management, thrift, econo- 
my and prosperity. The farmer i_ 
plies to, a question that the lack of a 
market caused the loss of his large 
cabbage crop last fall, and that the 
price of milk is not paying the cost 
of dairy feed to say nothing of inter- 
est on investment and labor. All of 
the income of the farm is used in 
pajmg for necessities and neither of 
his two sons, one 18 years of age and 
the other 22, nor his wife nor himself 
received a cent for work the past 
year beyond a little pleasure'money.

WITH SOYBEAN CROP 


C. J. Loev Will Plant Field 


After Pea 
vested 


Crop Is Har- 


BY W. F. WINSEY 


C. J.'Loev expects to plant 10 acres 


of soybeans on his canning pea field, 
after he harvests his pea crop, the 
coming summer. In explanation of 
the experiment, Mr. Loev said that 
soybeans grow very rapidly planted 
in rich soil, if the ground is warm 
when the seed is planted and will ma- 
nure sufficiently for hay if the seed 
is planted in a good bed after a pea 
crop is removed. 


Mr. Loev raised five acres of soy- 


bean hay last season and declared 
that the hay was a better milk pro- 
ducing feed than the best grade of al- 
falfa. He prefers soybeans for the 
other reason that the seed is planted 
in the spring after corn planting 
time and there is no winterkilling, 
so often the discouraging feature 
with a stand of alfalfa. 


Mr. Loev cured his soybeans hay 


very easily last summer. He left the 
hay in the swath until it was ready 
for the mow, and used a hay loader 
on the swaths, with no raking-, no 
windrows, no shaking up with forks 
and tedders, and no loss of the leaves 
that contain a large part of the feed.! 
His hay put up in this way saved 
two-thirds of his usual expense for 
protein dairy feeds.

found in the record of building construction. Total, contracts awarded in 
March had a value of $370,000,000 compared with $233,000,000 in February. 
The increase over February was about 10 per cent more than the usual 
seasonal gain over that period. 


Even more important than this showing, however, is the record of resi- 


dential building. Based on floor space, the total volume of residential 
building was greater than during the same period of 1930. The value of 
contracts was slightly smaller than last year, reflecting the sharp decline 
in costs of building. 


Economists and business observers have been saying that an expansion 


in the volume of home building would be one of the first signs of recovery 
from the prolonged "business depression. The record of March seems to 
have brought this indication and the showing for succeeding months will 
be watched with unusual interest. The decline in prices apparently has 
proven a stimulating factor. 


For the first quarter of 1931 figures compiled by the F. W. Dodge Corp. 


covering 37 states, showed a total valuation of 21 per cent below that of 
the first quarter of 1930 and the smallest for the past six years. During 
the first quarter the decline for residential contracts was only four per 
cent. Public works construction was 16 per cent smaller while non-resi- 
dential building was 41 per cent lower.
